On any given day, in any given “50- 
minute hour,”’ there are probably doz- 
ens, possibly dozens of dozens, of 
show-business celebrities stretched out 
on black vinyl chaises in psychiatrists’ 
offices along ‘‘Couch Canyon’’—Cam- 
den, Bedford and Roxbury Drives in 
Beverly Hills—all paying goodly fees 
for the privilege of pouring their anx- 
leties into the ears of their shrinks. 

One of the most distinguished of 
these is Dr. Ralph R. Greenson, a short, 
graying Freudian who, in addition to 
probing into stars’ psyches, teaches 
clinical psychiatry at UCLA, coaches 
psychiatrists on how to become psy- 
choanalysts, churns out textbooks and 
technical papers, and enjoys Laugh-In. 

We sent our man Dick Hobson—who 
has spent four years in orthodox Freu- 
dian analysis himself—out to the fa- 
mous ‘“‘Canyon” to catch up on what’s 
bothering the stars these days: 

TV GUIDE: Are actors your favorite 
patients? 

Dr. Greenson: Actors for the most 
part make poor patients. A// artists are 
difficult, but actors, and particularly 
successful ones, are almost impossible. 
When they work, their hours are im- 


possible and when they don’t work, 
they are impossible. | had one who 
said to me, “Well, you know, doctor, 
if | get the Academy Award I’m not 
coming back.” And he got the award 
and he never came back! 

TVG: How would you describe their 
tortured psyches? 

Dr. Greenson: They are essentially 
lonely individuals, hungry for related- 
ness to other people—otherwise they 
wouldn’t want to spend their time feel- 
ing themselves into the heart and mind 
of another human being. Every actor or 
actress | ever knew had an amazingly 
keen ability to perceive what was going 
on in the minds of other people. They 
are scoptophilic. 

TVG: Is that good? 

Dr. Greenson: \t means “lovers 
of looking.” They look and hear very 
keenly. Many people, when they like 
you, imitate you, identify with you. The 
phrase ‘‘Imitation is the sincerest form 
of flattery” is quite accurate. Actors 
do that. 

TVG: Would their need to “identify” 
create problems in playing an unsym- 
pathetic role? 


Dr. Greenson: Yes, terrible prob-

lems. One of the important charac- 
teristics of the actor is his confusion 
between being someone and _/iking 
someone. The need for someone to 
identify with and the ability to love are 
two very different things. 

TVG: Why do their marriages so often 
end up on the rocks? 

Dr. Greenson: Whoever marries an 
actor or an actress has a huge rival 
—the audience, his major love. That's 
tough on the spouse. 

TVG: Cushy for him, though—being 
adored wherever he goes? 

Dr. Greenson: Not really, because 
everybody in the audience, including 
his wife, admires and envies him but 
at the same time has contempt for him. 

TVG: What we envy most about him, 
| surmise, is his huge success? 

Dr. Greenson: That’s part of it. 
But our envy is also due to the fact 
that the actor is committed to do in 
front of the audience what all of us 
would love to do but are afraid to do. 
He can make love, he can kill, he .can 
murder, he can rape. Our contempt, 
on the other hand, is due to the fact 
that the actor devotes his life to pre- 


and he’s not really so-and-so. That's 
“lying.” That’s hypocrisy. 

TVG: Are actors aware of the au- 

dience’s envy and contempt? — 
. Dr. Greenson: No, they only know 
that they ‘‘love’’ the audience and 
they're scared to death of the audi- 
ence. |’ve never known an actor yet 
who didn’t suffer from stage fright. 

TVG: Even where there’s no audi- 
ence except a camera and a few tech- 
nicians who are not even paying too 
much attention? 

Dr. Greenson: Actors can conjure 
up an audience even if it's just the 
technicians or that marvelous eye of 
the camera. They have a hang-up on 
the eye, you know, being seen and ex- 
hibiting themselves, and there’s this 
marvelous eye watching them and re- 
cording everything. 

TVG: Their stage fright doesn’t pre- 
vent them from ‘showing off’? 

Dr. Greenson: Their exhibitionism 
comes from childhood—the instinctual 
pleasure of running around naked and 
showing your body and being loved 
for it. Every actor, no matter what else 
he is doing, is exhibiting himself and 


tending. He pretends to be so-and-so 
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getting approval.

TVG: Then what’s so scary about it? 

Dr. Greenson: Guilt. One, he feels 
guilty because showing your body is 
not accepted in our society. Two, he 
feels guilty because it’s wrong to be a 
prétender. Three, there’s the guilt for 
what he is unconsciously doing to the 
audience—putting them under a spell, 
making them laugh, making them cry, 
wooing them, seducing them, ‘laying 
‘em in the aisles,” ‘killing ’em,” 
“knocking ’em dead.” He has enormous 
reasons for guilt. 

TVG: The audience doesn’t seem to 
mind too much being manipulated. 

Dr. Greenson: That’s precisely what 
applause means: ‘Despite what you 
- did to us, we love you. You’re a good 
boy. You don’t have to feel guilty. We 
love you! We love you!” 

TVG: Sounds like these guilts and 

problems might be indispensable to 
the actor's talent. 
- Dr. Greenson: Well, that’s the 
thing he always fears: ‘‘By psychoana- 
lyzing me, you’re going to disturb my 
talent.’”” But we never deprive him of 
certain neurotic constellations he can 
always go back to if he needs them 
for inspiration. 

TVG: What generally brings the actor 
to your couch? 

Dr. Greenson: Emotional  distur- 
bances which interfere with his work 
or with his love life. One of his loves 
is the audience, of course, and the 
audience is terribly fickle. There’s 
nothing worse you can do to an actor 
than not want him. 

TVG: Doesn’t he ever lose faith in 
his “major love’—the audience? 

Dr. Greenson: He never gives up 
his belief that the audience loves him. 
He thinks the ones who have betrayed 
him are the moguls who control the in- 
dustry. They become the unreliable 
parental figures. He is dependent on 
these faceless executives and pack- 
age makers who don’t ‘understand’ 
him, and that’s where he gets all his 
difficulties. 

TVG: So the front office gets blamed 
for the lack of applause? 
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Dr. Greenson: Yes. Actors are ap- 
plause addicts and they tend to be- 
come addicts in other ways, too, if 
they don’t get that applause. 

TVG: What do you have to say about 
the old saw that actors are “empty 
bags” with ‘no personality’? 

Dr. Greenson: The predisposition 
to becoming an actor is a hunger for 
human relationships because of some 
deficiency in being loved in early child- 
hood, so they are not completely empty, 
but partially empty. They are seeking 
to fill up the emptiness of feeling un- 
loved and depressed and abandoned 
by relating to the audience. 

TVG: What about actors who play 
only themselves? 

Dr. Greenson: These people | 
never see as patients. They must be 
satisfied and they must be secure. They 
must be successful. They don’t have 
to change. Certainly they wouldn’t want 
to go near a psychoanalyst. 

TVG: Do actors ever crack up when 
something in the role they are playing 
touches on their personal life expe- 
rience? 

Dr. Greenson: Yes, indeed. And 
then, of course, they’re not acting— 
they’re reliving some traumatic child- 
hood event. That’s terribly painful and 
terribly scary because they have no 
control over it. Their discipline is gone. 
They no longer have that protection of 
“Oh, I’m only pretending to be this.” 
Sometimes what comes out while 
they’re supposed to be performing is 
terribly sad. 

TVG: But wouldn’t that give their 
performance added dimension? 

Dr. Greenson: lf it’s too real to 
the actor or actress, it doesn't look 
real on the screen. It's too personal, 
too individual. It’s unique. 

TVG: And the audience responds to 
something more. stylized? 

Dr. Greenson: Yes, something 
more ambiguous, something they can 
feel themselves into. For example, some 
of the most convincing love-makers on 
the screen are homosexuals making 
love to women. They do it with suf-

really not terribly 
they're doing. 

TVG: What happens when they have 
to slug it out with other men? 

Dr. Greenson: Acting masculine 
with women is easier for an unmascu- 
line man than portraying a man among 
men. Some of the actors who appear 
quite masculine in terms of. their re- 
lation to women on the screen usually 
play the role of the frightened man or 
the clumsy man when it comes to play- 
ing roles with tough men. 

TVG: Are we talking-about a neu- 
rotic minority here? 

Dr. Greenson: No—there is a 
higher proportion of homosexuality in 
actors than in any other profession 
except ballet. It's an important point 
to note clinically, but | don’t want to 
accuse all male actors of being homo- 
sexuals. There are lots of them who 
are not, of course. 

TVG: Is there anything psychiatri- 
cally different about a big star? 

‘Dr. Greenson: The only psychiat- 
ric difference is that to be a star, there 
must be a wish to be a star, an enor- 
mous drive for acclaim that supersedes 
their dedication to artistic performance. 

TVG: What would generate such an 
enormous drive? 

Dr. Greenson: Great adversity and 
deprivation, far more than the average 
actor or actress. They came from the 
most disrupted homes. They were often 
severely beaten, severely neglected, or 
were abandoned waifs. 

TVG: Of course, to be stars they 
must have had the right anatomy for 
it, or is that out of our jurisdiction? 

Dr. Greenson: Not at all. If you 
want to understand the star, you must 
not disregard anatomy. What an enor- 
mous advantage it is for an actress to 
be beautiful! She hasn’t earned it. She 
tries to preserve it. And there’s nothing 
sadder than when she begins to lose 
it. At 35 every actress who is beautiful 
and a star goes through a crisis. 

TVG: Sufficiently severe to bring her 
to Couch Canyon? 


Dr. Greenson: Yes, this is often 
the time. All the depressions in the 
change-of-life years, the menopausal 
years, cause enormous psychological 
repercussions in actors, actresses and 
human beings at large. Up until 40 
you're never sure, but by 40 you know 
whether you've “made it” or not. Be- 
sides, your children no longer need 
you, they may rebel against you or 
have contempt for you, and if at the 
same time the studio doesn’t need you 
and the producers don’t want you and 
the audiences don’t want you, this is 
a time of great depression. 
~ TVG: I've concluded from my in- 
terviewing that comics and comedians 
are a quite different breed. Do you 
find that to be true on the couch? 

Dr. Greenson: Comedians are dif- 
ferent because they handle their basic 
depressiveness by a manicky denial of 
the depression. They are much more 
in need of instant responses from the 
audience. Other actors are willing to 
wait for the response, to let it build 
up, but comedians are hungrier. Also, 
they’re more prone to sadistic behavior. 

TVG: Was there something in their 
childhood that caused them to demand 
instant gratification? 

Dr. Greenson: | can't be specif- 
ic about that. | can only say that all 
actors suffered in childhood from a 
sense of being special, of being the 
favorite, which was then lost. Acting 
is an attempt to deny that they ever 
lost it, as if to say: “See? | am special! 
See? | am the favorite!” 

TVG: | gather that you regard the 
actor's profession as a healthy thing, 
psychiatrically speaking. 

Dr. Greenson: Actors are to be 
commended. They have found a very 
good way of handling their neuroses. 
Acting offers a marvelously rewarding 
method of counteracting their anxiety, 
their depressiveness, their loneliness. 

TVG: | see my 50-minute-hour is 
up and it’s too late to ask you about 
writers, | suppose? 

Dr. Greenson: Writers? Feel free to 
call me. Any time.

Out of The Bronx, by way of Belgium, Italy and Vegas, 


The unlikely harmonizers

If you've been watching summer TV, 
you probably know them. The one from 
Belgium is 35 and comes across as 
an assured, shoulders-back, chock- 
full-o’-charm Continental—‘‘a Savile 
Row Pepe le Moko," to quote one writ- 
er. The other one is 50, hails from 
Queens, N.Y., and gives you this feel- 
ing: Take away the tux, hand him a 
butcher's apron and you've got an in- 
stant Marty. 

The Belgian is Tony Sandler. The 
one from Queens is Ralph Young. 
They're the two baritones who, since 
May 14, have headlined Kraft Music 
Hall from London—their Big Break in 
TV. Before that they'd knocked around 
as an “opening” club act (warming the 
stage for the star) before clicking and 
moving up to top-billing status (and 
$20,000 a week in such inns as Cae- 
sars Palace in Las Vegas and the 
Plaza in New York. Their earlier TV 
work included dates with Carson, Griffin 
and Douglas, and Ed Sullivan and 
Dean Martin. 

Now they have a TV show of their 
own (until Aug. 13, when they vacate 
the Music Hall. while singer Don Ho 
moves in for four weeks). Credit their 
rise to the unique Sandler-Young 
sound. Doing standard numbers is their 
meat, but the special flavoring is pro- 
vided by merging pairs of apparently 
incompatible songs—for example, 
Sandler sings “Dominique” in French 
while Young counters with “Nobody 
Knows the Trouble I've Seen.’ The two 
contrasting songs, coming at you si- 
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multaneously, could result in musical 
mayhem, but, says one critic: ‘In the 
hands of Sandler’ & Young, the effect 
is winsome, mollifying harmony.” 

Musically harmonious they are. But 
their personalities are as unlike as 
Aristotle and Alley Oop. About Conti- 
nental charmer Sandler, songstress Dana 
Valery bubbles: “There’s such an ex- 
treme calm about Tony, an air of con- 
fidence. And let me tell you, the ladies 
are crazy about him.”’ On the other side 
of the act, Young, according to Sand- 
ler, “is a man women think of as a 
brother—not a lover.” Young whole- 
heartedly agrees. He has, he says, “an 
inferiority complex,’’ isn't a bit “roman- 
tic’ and is about as “pushy” as a 
Snail. 

That came out of Young during our 
recent talk with this musical odd 
couple, whose private personalities turn 
out to be carbon copies of the ones 
they display when they perform in pub- 
lic. They have been a team for six 
years now, after taking widely divergent 
paths toward the success that they 
eventually achieved together. 

Young’s trip started in The Bronx, 
where he was born Ralph Israel, the 
son of a printing-shop owner. He 
started by singing at neighborhood 
dances and, in his teens, quit high 
school to go on the road with a band. 
He says it was his wife Muriel—whom 
he was then courting—who shoved him 
into the business. ‘I've never pushed 
myself,” he admits. 

The road was bumpy. Young sang

with bands, played the tail end of 
vaudeville, but mostly he worked as a 
“praduction singer’—fronting chorus 
lines in clubs like New York’s now de- 
funct Latin Quarter. Throughout his ca- 
reer, Young vows, impresarios such as 
the Quarter’s Lou Walters (Barbara's 
dad) kept promising: “I’m going to 
make you a star.” Promises, promises. 
“No one ever did,” he sighs. And back 
then it made him boiling mad. Not for 
long though. “It's not in my nature to 
get mad,” he shrugs. 
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Tony Sandler (left) and Ralph Young. 
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Thirty-odd years as a borderline poor- 
house case left Young with a pock- 
marked psyche. Criticism and small 
failures devastate him: “If | tell a joke 
and it doesn’t come off, I'll brood for 
weeks.” And three decades of hearing 
“no” from bookers have made him 
terrified of the telephone. He seldom 
makes calls or picks up the phone. 
“It's brought me nothing but bad 
news.” The total result, according to 
wife Muriel, is a whopping ‘‘inferiority 
complex.”’ An old show-biz crony, Rich- 
ard Dahut, gives one 
reason why: “Ralph 
would be sitting a- 
round with some guys 
he knew who had 
‘made it.’ He’d make 
a statement and some- 
body’d say, ‘What do 
you know?’ They’d 
put him down.” 

- Midway along 
Young's’ traumatic 
travels, Tony Sandler 
entered the world as 
Lucien Joseph Santele 
in Kortrjk, Belgium. 
His father was a roof- 
ing-company execu- 
tive, his mother “an 
aristocrat disowned by 
her family for marrying 
beneath her station.” 
Education, from age 8 
to 19, was at a pri- 
vate, highly disciplined 
Catholic boarding 
school. He remem- 
bers: “You are not 
asked if you like pea- 
nut butter, you eat 
peanut butter.” The 
discipline had its re- 
wards. Sandler was 
taught, and speaks, 
fluent Flemish, French, 
German, Dutch, Italian 
and English.

Belgium. Tony Sandler has at least one 


vivid and highly emotional memory of 
the occupation: ‘To lose one’s freedom 
is mentally unbearable. We could not 
go out of the village without permission. 
We could not buy food. We could not 
prosper.’ Oppressed, he turned his 
thoughts, to America. “‘To me, at the 
time, America was. a big, powerful, tre- 
mendous, healthy country.” Today, his 
sentiments haven’t changed one iota. 
“It is the only country in the world 
with opportunity galore for those who 
have -the brains or the talent to ac- 
complish something.” 


As a child, Sandler spent a five-year 
musical apprenticeship with The Little 
Singers of the Wooden Cross, a select 
group of highly gifted boys similar to 
The Vienna Choir Boys. At 20, he took 
a year of premed at the University of 
Louvain. But when his doctor brother 
was sent to the Belgian Congo (‘‘My 
family could not afford to set him up 
in practice’), Sandler decided ‘‘sacrifi- 
cing’ himself away in some jungle 
wasn’t his cup of tea. Music was, how- 
ever. His credo: “If you have a goal, 
punish yourself to get there.”’ After 
cutting a record which had a “gentle” 
success in Belgium, Sandler starred in 
clubs on the Riviera and wound up 
with his own TV show in Munich.

Sandler’s first impression of Young: “I 
didn't pay too much attention to him.”

Young's 
plan was to give up singing and man- 
age Sandler. But that got shelved when 
the boys started harmonizing, found 
that their sound clicked, and decided 
to team. It was more Sandler's idea 
than Young’s. Says he: ‘‘Ralph would 
never initiate. | had to push him into 
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things.” 

The push paid off. And the success 
shows in the pair's conflicting life 
styles. Young still lives in the modest, 
two-family Queens house he bought 
in 1946. While spouse Muriel serves 
coffee (they have a son, 24,- and a 
daughter, 18), one learns that Young 
has no interest in food (‘I’m satisfied 
with a hamburger at White Tower’), 
never cracks a book (‘it muddles my 


mind”), spends most of his time 
“watching TV’? and knows_ nothing 
about politics. Young: ‘I did like 


Humphrey, though.” TV GUIDE: “Then 
you're a liberal?’’ Young: ‘Was Hum- 
phrey a J/iberal?” 

Sandler's stateside digs (he has 
an $80,000, self-designed home in 
Kuurne, Belgium, which quarters his 
wife and two small daughters) are a 
lush apartment lined with art (‘‘Noth- 
ing of great value. | have yet to hone 
my tastes”) and crammed with classical 
albums (‘‘l own no other*kind’’), some 
of which he faithfully lugs around with 
him on the road. He’s a gourmet {‘‘l 
eat little but well’) and is vitally in- 
terested in world affairs: ‘‘America is 
a true democracy. | know only too well 
what it is like to be oppressed; the 
world is. lucky there is a United States. 
The Communists are out to bury us.” 


There you have Sandler & Young. 
In them, you also have two _ highly 
legitimate voices which complement 
each other to produce one of the most 
pleasantly offbeat sounds around. The 
personalities and the voices fit together 
so neatly on-stage, one might suspect 
they came out of the same egg. 
The’ boys must have some hidden 


link that makes them work like tuneful 


Siamese twins. Clearly, something binds 
them in deep understanding. They have 
to have something in common. But 
what?. After hours of interviews, many 
cab trips to their homes, chats with 
friends and -families, checking, fretting 
and fussing, the answer is singularly 
simple: Nothing! Only the act.

The Doan Report 


These are the leanest days in years 
for network public-affairs TV. ABC 
alone among the three big chains is 
bumping some summer reruns for 
prime-time examinations of such mat- 
ters as abortion, Medicare, Catholic 
ferment, race issues and American vio- 
lence. Advance word from every net- 
work on next season’s agenda indi- 
cates a startling paucity—at least in 
peak viewing times—of programs grap- 
pling with the country’s major con- 
cerns. ABC News people talk hope- 
fully of ‘doing something controver- 
sial” in one or two prime-time outings 
next fall. Their counterparts at CBS 
and NBC so far are talking of noth- 
ing more boat-rocking than a review 
of the 1960s or a salute to football’s 
100th anniversary. The prevailing rule, 
TV news producers privately advise, 
is: get a sponsor or the program 
doesn’t go on. And sponsors usually 
shun controversy like the plague. One 
that didn’t, American Telephone & 
Telegraph, hasn’t opted for another 
round of cities-in-crisis specials like 
the ones ‘it sponsored last season; 
phone officials reportediy were dis- 
appointed that the NBC documenta- 
ties didn’t arouse more concern. One 
of TV's top newscasters blames the 
public in some degree: ‘People just 
won't sit still any more for the hour- 
long documentary. All that seems left 
for us to do is chip away at the issues 
in little five-minute pieces on our news 
shows.” He seemed to forget that a 
hard-hitting CBS Report, “Hunger in 
America,” whipped up quite a stir. 
But that was last year.

cities of the country, if a viewer wants 
meatier stuff than Bonanza and Ed 
Sullivan, he’ll have the alternatives 
of watching probing debates on vital 
issues and dramas drawn from John 
Galsworthy’s enduring novels. PBL, 
the two-year experiment on noncom- 
mercial TV, is to be replaced begin- 
ning Oct. 5 by two hour-long series: 
The Advocates, a courtroom-styled 
“trial” of public concerns (i.e., pollu- 
tion, decentralization of schools, the 
draft vs. a volunteer army, guaranteed 
income for the over-65); and The For- 
syte Saga, 26 BBC dramas that were 
an immense hit in England and have 
been seen in 80 countries. The Advo- 
cates will originate usually from Bos- 
ton’s WGBH-TV or Los Angeles’s 
KCET, both public-TV stations. 


It's estimated that once Merv Griffin 
opens his late-night stand on CBS 
next month, his and Johnny Carson’s 
and Joey Bishop’s talkfests will be 
rounding up 3900 guests a year be- 
tween them. “Could there come some 
stunned, silent night late next spring,” 
Broadcasting magazine stewed the 
other day, “when a television viewer 
spins the dial only to find the hosts 
of the three network shows and their 
announcer/foils sitting mute, their 
couches empty, with every articulate 
personality in the Nation already 
gobbled up in the devouring scramble 
for glib guests?” Not likely—but the 
shows could be chasing dogcatchers 
before it’s over.

Take “Bang! Bang!,” once titled 
“Bang! Bang! You’re Dead!” after hav- 
ing been originally named “Our Man 
in Marrakesh.” Well. Seems that Tony 
Randall, Senta Berger, Terry-Thomas 
and others went to Marrakesh and 
presumably had a fine time in the 
bazaars, the bistros and the surround- 
ing mountains. More we couldn’t wish 
for such nice and talented people. But 
why in the world did they get in- 
volved in such silliness in front of 
a camera? Corpses in closets, Miss 
Berger a CIA agent—honestly! 

At least “Bang! Bang!” is un- 
pretentiously juvenile. “Invitation to 
a Gunfighter” pretends to being an 
offbeat Western and we'll grant that 
Yul Brynner in a Stetson is offbeat— 
but off-track is the better word for the 
pompous plotting that leaves us guess- 
ing who the good or bad guy is. 
“Man in the Middle” also gets lost 
in its own aspirations and manages 
the rather remarkable feat of making 
a potentially engrossing military 
courtroom drama sluggish, dull and 
downright incredible. For once Rob- 
ert Mitchum seems to have an. ex- 
cuse for keeping his eyes at half- 
mast. ;

PRESIDENT'S 
TRIP 


The Itinerary and TV Coverage 


A few weeks after his Inauguration, Pres- 
ident Nixon journeyed to several Euro- 
pean capitals to meet with heads of state. 
They and many others in the European 
community were reportedly impressed by 
Mr. Nixon’s desire to listen to what they 
had to say. 


Reflecting his concern with foreign 
Policy (said to be his primary interest), 
the President is now undertaking another 
trip abroad. And although the tour will 
probably reflect the low-key style of the 
Chief Executive, there will be at least 
one headline-making event. in addition 
to stop-offs in Southeast Asia, the trip as 
planned will make him the first President 
to put in an official visit to a Communist 
capital: Bucharest. 


While the White House has not an- 
nounced any agenda for the Bucharest 
meeting, it’s expected that two of the 
topics will be possible expansion of trade 
between the U.S. and Rumania and what 
Rumania can expect—if anything—from 
the U.S. in the event of a Soviet move 
similar to the Czechoslovakian invasion 
(Rumania refused to support the actions 
of the Warsaw Pact nations). 


' As we went to press President Nixon 
was expected to greet the Apollo 11 as- 
tronauts aboard the recovery ship Hornet. 
Then, a helicopter shuttle to Guam, and 


the trip begins. Traveling with Mrs. Nixon, 
the President will arrive on Saturday, Ju- 
ly 26, at Manila on the Philippine Island 
of Luzon. The trip’s series of state din- 
ners and closed-door meetings begins 
with President Marcos. On Sunday, the 
Presidential party arrives in Djakarta, In- 
donesia, for a weicome by President Su- 
harto. Monday: Bangkok, Thailand. Any 
of three dignitaries may meet with Mr. 
Nixon: King Bhumibol Adulyadej, Prime 
Minister Thanom Kittikachorn or Foreign 
Minister Thanat Khoman. Thursday: New 
Dethi, India; Prime Minister Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi (and possibly acting President V. 
V. Giri). Friday: Lahore, Pakistan; proba- 
bly President Ayub Khan. Saturday, Au- 
gust 2: Bucharest; Communist Party 
leader Nicolae Ceausescu. Sunday, Au- 
gust 3: a brief visit with Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson at an airport north of Lon- 
don, and home the same day.

CBS coverage this week includes 
reports on Sunday, Tuesday and Friday in 
prime time.

Question: 
Whoisa — 
living legend in 
show business? 
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And here’s why 


By Leslie Raddatz 


Question—This is your inquiring re- 
porter. If | asked you who is a Living 
Legend in show business, what would 
be your answer? 

Answer—John Wayne? 

Q.—No, I’m sorry. Want to try again? 

A.—Bob Hope? 


Q.—Oh, | am sorry. I'll give you one 
more chance. 
A.—tLunt and  Fontanne? Helen 


Hayes? 

Q.—Wrong again. 

A.—Well, who the heck is it? 

Q.—Vito Scotti. 

A.—So who is Vito Scotti, and why 
is he a Living Legend? 

Q.—For your information, Vito Scotti 
has been playing police captain Gaspar 
Formento in ABC’s The Flying Nun, and 
he will be Gino, the conniving cab 
driver, with John Forsythe in the new 
CBS series To Rome with Love. He's 
a Living Legend because that’s what 
his studio biography says he is. 

A.—Aw, come on! 

Q.—Listen, for openers, Scotti was 
practically born in a trunk backstage 
in San Francisco. His mother was an 
Italian diva, his father an impresario. 
Vito was born while his mother was on 
an American tour—he has a brother 
who was born in Chicago while Mama 
was on another tour. 


When Vito was just 7 years old, he 
was pushed on-stage in New York, 
and he has been on-stage or on the 
screen most of the time since. He 
grew up working with the Italian thea- 
ter in New York. He got his training in 
commedia dell’ arte—that’s improvisa- 
tional comedy, which Vito used later 
when he worked in night clubs. As a 
kid, though, he did his homework in 
dressing rooms and didn’t get to bed 
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until 2 or 3 in the morning. Now he 
insists that his own children—Carmen, 
16, and Ricky, 13, who are both theat- 
rically inclined—get their schooling 
before anything else. 

Vito may have had a spotty edu- 
cation, but he learned a lot along the 
way. For instance, after World War Il, 
he saw the handwriting on the wall for 
the Italian theater. He says, ‘The ltal- 
ians who came over then weren't in- 
terested in Italian things—they wanted 
to be Americans. | could see myself 
ending up in the Italian Actors’ Club 
playing pinochle.” Vito tried Broadway, 
but that didn’t work out. ‘“‘I’d audition 
for anything,”’ he says. “lf there was a 
call for dancers, | would go. | can’t 
dance at all, but I'd go anyway. | 
would try a few steps, then somebody 
. would holler, ‘Get off the stage!’ ” 


Finally, 20 years or so ago, Vito 
came to Hollywood. Although he never 
wanted to be anything but an actor, 
he had to do a few other things to 
make a living for himself, his wife 
Irene, and later the two kids. Such as 
waiting on tables. When a producer or 
director was in the place where he 
worked, Vito dimmed the lights or put 
on a false mustache so that he wouldn’t 
be recognized. He says, “If somebody 
interviewed me for an acting job, | 
didn’t want him to see me waiting on 
tables. But I’d never take a tip from a 
producer or director—you can’t take a 
tip from a man at night and then see 
him as an actor in the morning.” 

But one particular producer, who did 
know him as both actor and waiter, 
would make extravagant promises while 
Vito was serving him drinks at night 
and then, like the millionaire in Charlie 
Chaplin’s “City Lights,” forget every- 
thing by the next morning. ‘‘I’d keep 
serving him weaker and weaker drinks,” 
says Vito, “but he always got drunk 
and forgot.” 

Seeing producers could be tough 
in those days. “‘It’s taken a lot of pains 
in the guts,”’ says Vito. “Sometimes I'd 


jump over the wall of a studio, put on 
the makeup and costume for what- 
ever picture was being cast, and then 
go looking for the producer.” Even 
after he became an established char- 
acter actor and no longer had to jump 
over walls, Vito made it a practice to 
report for tryouts in costume and 
makeup, using whatever accent the 
part called for. ‘Often they wouldn’t 
even recognize me when they saw me 
later,” he says. 

Which is both the pride and the 
burden of the really good character 
actor like Vito Scotti. In scores of 
movies and television shows, Vito has 
played all sorts of roles—tndians, 
Arabs, Latins, Germans, Turks, Orien- 
tals, bad guys, good guys and, as in 
The Flying Nun and To Rome with 
Love, funny guys—and they are all 
different guys. ‘I've never been type- 
cast,” he says. ‘‘A character actor must 
completely lose his own identity. When 
you see Gregory Peck or John Wayne 
in a picture, no matter how great they 
are, you always know it’s Gregory Peck 
or John Wayne playing a part. They’re 
personalities. But a good character ac- 
tor is the character.”’ 


Acting is his whole life, past and 
present. A friend says, ‘‘On his day 
off, he’s on the set taking pictures of 
the other actors and talking to the 
makeup men.” But he is not just kill- 
ing time. “I do all that, and | see a 
lot of foreign movies,’ he says. “I 
take a little from here, a little bit from 
there, and | pigeonhole everything for 
later use.” 

He is quick to admit the importance 
of character actors like himself—old 
pros who have spent a lifetime in the 
theater-—and openly contemptuous of 
overnight sensations who suddenly be- 
come ‘stars.’ Vito says, “The charac- 
ter actors are the peas around the 
steak—ithey make the star look good.” 

A.—OK, you convinced me. Vito 
Scotti is a Living Legend. So now will 
you let go of my lapels?

While ‘Petticoat Junction’ 
isn’t exactly TV's 
answer to ‘Fanny Hill,’ to 
June Lockhart it’s progress

June Lockhart’s television image has 
‘been so sterile it makes Kate Smith 
look like a member of the Hell’s An- 
gels. 2 

In six cotton-frocked years as the 
mother of Timmy, the principal brat 
‘on Lassie, she kissed her husband— 
her own husband, mind you—a grand 
total of twice. On the cheek. 

She was more intimate with 
butter churn. 

Moving to Lost in Space, where, at 
least, she wore formfitting spacesuits, 
she was requested not to touch affec- 
tionately the arm of that husband lest, 
presumably, the viewers would be sent 
into convulsions of prurient desire. 

Petticoat Junction, her newest as- 
signment, is not, of course, what you 
call your TV answer to ‘‘Fanny Hill.’ But, 
in a medium which allows killing 24 
hours. a day but kissing only after 9:30 
P.M., it looks strangely like progress 
to June Lockhart. 

“In Petticoat Junction,’ she began,

Henning, for his part, couldn't have 
been more pleased. “She said she was 
out of her silver-lame tights and look- 
ing for work. Then, when we found that 
Bea couldn't return, | mentioned June’s 
name to Chuck [Stewart—producer 
and writer] and Dick Conway [co- 
writer], and they went for it. And it 
really struck a spark at CBS. I've been 
a fan of hers since Lassie. | was the 
only one who liked her better than the 
dog.” 

“I've thought a lot about this,’’ June 
continued, musing on the laughable 
sins of television omission. “! accept 
this attitude because | have to, and | 
laugh at it. But | think that families 
should be demonstrably affectionate. 
There's a lot of hugging and kissing in 
our family, and my husband never 
walks behind me without giving me a 
pat. | suppose it’s our Puritan heritage 
that restrains people from expressing 
open affection for each other. We were 
told, on Lost in Space, that people © 
would be embarrassed to see that arm- 
touching. But you'd think that we could 
educate them to get used to it. 

“I'm very permissive with my own 
girls, who are 13 and 15, as long as 
| know what they’re doing. | took —> 
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continued 


them to see ‘A Man and a Woman’ and 
hope they have that experience. That 
‘kind of thing can be very enriching.” 

Nor would she censor their read- 
ing. “lf they're interested, and it holds 
their attention, OK. If it’s puzzling, then 
we'll discuss it. Gee, my medical books 
are more graphic about sex than any 
novel.” 


Her medical books figure in the 
greatest piece of type-casting since 
Flipper was booked as a_ dolphin. 
June’s role in Petticoat is that of the 
sophisticated and glamorous Dr. Janet 
Craig—a lady physician viewed first 
_with distrust and then love by the 
Hooterville-Pixley axis. As Dr. Craig, 
she delivers cows and generally cleans 


up after ol’ Doc Stuart (Regis Toomey), - 


the resident sawbones. 

As June Lockhart, she has had a 
consuming interest in medicine since 
the age of 12, when she ‘developed 
a crush on the family doctor.’’ Her par- 
ents, the noted actors Gene and Kath- 
leen Lockhart, encouraged this inter- 
est (in medicine, not the doctor), and 
June settled on being a nurse. But 
the lure of show biz intervened; she 
was starring on Broadway by the late 
Forties and has since appeared in more 
than a thousand TV shows. 

However, medicine. is not forgotten. 

“Oh, | read all the magazines, and 
diagnose illnesses and even prescribe 
for my friends. Of course,” she has- 
tened to add, ‘then | refer them to other 
doctors . . .”’ Her hand shot to her 
mouth. ‘‘Ooops, | think I’ve just blown 
my subscription to M.D. News.” 

And what better place to play doctor 
than when you're playing a doctor? 

“For my first show | brought my 
own props,” she said with the exu- 
- berance of an 8-year-old at Disneyland. 
- “| brought syringes, and needles, and 
alcohol, and a stethoscope, aaaannnd, 
a sphygmomanometer.” 

A what? 

She laughed. “It’s for measuring 
arterial blood pressure. And they let 
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me do the whole thing.” 

Ralph Levy, the director at the time, 
when asked about this, muttered darkly. 
“She does it so professionally we can't 
use it. We have to give the impression 
of doing it, but not actually do it.” He 
sighed. “It's like a phone number— 
if you really dial 7 digits, already the 
show is over.” 

As for her Petticoat personality, Levy 
sees her as possessing ‘‘the one-sen- 
sible-person quality.”” She does not try 
to replace Miss Benaderet but rather 
has “an image of beautiful stability— 
a warm, mature but still beautiful wom- 
an surrounded by nuts.” 


She sees herself ‘‘as, | suppose, an 
intelligent woman with a sense of 
humor.” A stranger sees a_ friendly, 
gracious, unpretentious person with an 
enormous fund of poise, practicality, 
generosity and not a little mischievous- 
ness. A smile is as much a part of her 
makeup as her makeup, which is 
impeccable; her speech is measured, 
her pronunciation is precise. She is 
an observer of things and a ‘muller of 
ideas. She is tranquil, not likely to lose 
her temper or shoot off her mouth. She 
avoids involvement in issues of public 
controversy and will not be found 
stumping for a politician or signing an 
ad to legalize abortion. 

“When | was going to auditions in 
my teens, | learned not to expend all 
my energy on worrying about them, or | 
wouldn't have any left for the actual 
readings,” she reminisced. “I’m fairly 
objective and can take a long view by 
saying, ‘Twenty years from now it won't 
matter anyway.’ ”’ 

Hollywood, she says, is a place she 
is in but not of. She does not discuss 
religion for print, although ‘You can 
say | have a very liberal attitude about 
it.” And her interest in politics, while 
intense, is that of the observer. 

“l love to go out campaigning with 
the press, just for my own interest and 
edification. I've been on campaigns for 
Nixon, Stevenson and_ Eisenhower. 
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There are two schools of thought on 
this, | know, but | don’t really be- 
lieve that actors make the best poli- 
ticians. Nor dancers,” she added dryly, 
“for that matter. | was so glad to see, 
with Shirley Temple Black running, that 
logic did prevail. 

“| don’t vote a party ticket, or come 
out for this or that. Maybe it’s a hang- 
over from the old days of actors not 
being vocal about their preferences. | 
don’t know, | just prefer not to do it. 
| remember the Tenney Committee 
and the Unfriendly Ten, and all that. | 
guess it’s just protective.” 

She is no less cautious in business 
matters. 

“I've learned not to be impulsive. 
I've had to learn to weigh carefully 
contracts and deals and negotiations. 
It's funny. No matter how many dif- 
ferent jobs you’ve had, no matter how 
clever you think you’ve been, you can 
still get stuck. Now, | keep lists—lists 
of what to ask for, lists of what to 
avoid... .” 

The svelte actress enjoys acting, and 
the money, but thinks in terms of craft, 
not art, and has no pretensions about 
saving the world through Stanislavsky. 

“I've really learned what | know 
through experience and from my father. 
We used to go to movies together, and 
the next day, when lI’d get home from 
school, there’d be a note on my bed 
—a really thorough analysis of what 
we had seen. Later then, | knew what 
to look for and | absorbed by osmosis. 

“Ideally, | think every actress in 
the business wants to be Barbara Bain 
on Mission: Impossible. It's a marvel- 
ous role with great variety. But | like 
Petticoat Junction. My main point is to 
do a series that will stay on the air” 

She was asked how she thought she 
would be assessed as an actress, in 
retrospect. 

‘Apparently, whatever my image is 
to the television viewer, | guess I’m a 
highly salable commodity.” Big smile. 
“They'll probably. say, ‘She did damn 
good mother parts.’ ”’

THE MAN ON THE 34TH FLOOR 
By Richard Warren Lewis 


BAD DAY Al BLACK ROGK 


Its ingredients include Dwight Eisenhower, Doris Day, 
Gore Vidal and the Smothers Brothers 


The CBS headquarters building is a 
free-standing rectangular shaft strain- 
ing 491 feet into the mid-Manhattan 
skyline. Its 1998 windows are made 
of gray, heat-absorbing glass. The ex- 
terior is sheathed in Canadian black 
granite, inspiring its descriptive nick- 
name—Black Rock. 

Black Rock’s interior design is 
sterile and thoroughly regimented for 
everyone. The furniture is mostly For- 
mica desks, functional chairs, low 
couches—vast stretches of plastic and 
Naugahyde accented with gleaming 
chrome underpinnings, co-ordinated 
with dark-gray carpets and basic-black 
wastebaskets. Nothing hangs on the 
walls unless it is a painting, print or 
lithograph approved of and provided by 
the CBS Art Committee. 

One exception to this master plan is 
Room 3438, the office of Michael Dann, 
CBS senior vice president in charge 
of programming. His carpeting is light 
beige. He sits behind a desk of warm 
oiled walnut. And, heaven forbid, he 

| has a photograph of his family on the 
wall—a violation of corporate doctrine 
accomplished by an inspired bit of sub- 
terfuge. 

Depressed by his surroundings, Dann 


had phoned the maintenance depart- 
ment to report that a picture had 
fallen off the wall. Within two minutes, 
a uniformed employee was hammer- 
ing up the family portrait—which had 
never been there in the first place. 

“| often feel this building is isolated 
from reality,” says Dann, gazing at his 
three television monitors—the only 
direct contact with the outside world 
besides his five telephone lines, one 
of which is now buzzing. A report from 
the research department indicates that 
the William Holden documentary seen 
the night before received the highest 
rating in its time period. 

“There is suddenly an appetite for 
the real world exploding on television 
for the first time,” he says. “We can 
put on a program on reptiles and birds 
that will get an extraordinary rating.” 

The real world on this day, late in 
March, is concerned with the deteriorat- 
ing condition of former President Dwight 
Eisenhower, who lies near death at 
Walter Reed hospital. Two years be- 
fore, Eisenhower had met with CBS 
board chairman William S. Paley to 
plan television coverage of his own 
funeral, deciding on three alternative 
plans should the Nation be at war, at 
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peace, or in a state of national emer- 
gency. Dann finds the Eisenhower vigil 
emotionally draining. He identifies with 
his own father, who many years ago 
died of a lingering heart ailment. 

“It's a macabre, depressing activity 
to contemplate coverage of someone’s 
death and funeral,”’ he told an earlier 
staff meeting, while reminding his lis- 
teners of the need to review the con- 
tents of upcoming programs. “If we 
had a spot in a variety show that made 
jokes about the Presidency and then 
at 5 o’clock tonight something should 
happen to Eisenhower, it would be very 
poor taste.” 

To analyze fast-breaking develop- 
ments, he has attended three crisis 
meetings daily for the past week and 
kept in close touch with the news de- 
partment by phone. 

“What’s the President’s situation this 
morning?” he asks, speaking to news 
director Gordon Manning. “. . . So if 
there’s no bulletin on Eisenhower by 
5:30, certainly | think we’re gonna be 
all right for tonight, don’t you?” 

No less important for Dann is the 
progress being made in preparing en- 
tertainment programs for the fall. At 
11:20 A.M., Eastern Time, just after 


West Coast programming chief Perry 
Lafferty has finished his 15 minutes of 
jogging, he briefs Dann on plans for 
revamping The Doris Day Show. 

The location of her farmhouse, never 
previously noted, will be established in 
a town 40 miles from San Francisco. 
Miss Day will take a job on a swing- 
ing modern-living magazine. She will 
work for someone who is described as 
an older Rock Hudson. She will wear 
haute couture apparel and play more 
comedy scenes with such guest stars 
as Paul Lynde, Don Knotts and Louis 
Nye. The housekeeper and the handy- 
man will be jettisoned. 

“Doris is just crazy about the 
changes,” says Lafferty. “I think we'll 
get five share points [in the ratings] 
from this alone.” 

Lafferty. hands the phone to Ellis 
Marcus, Get Smart's executive produc- 
er, who is ready to review script 
changes for Don Adams and Barbara 
Feldon. “In the first script, they discover 
she is pregnant,” Ellis begins. ‘Agent 
99 will have twins.” : 

“A little 86 and a little 99,” Lafferty 
interjects. 

“They will go house hunting in the 
suburbs, but they will find that —

everything they look at will not provide 
sufficient security,’’. Marcus continues. 
“Instead, they decide to remodel their 
old apartment.” He goes on to de- 
scribe a number of storylines involving 
baby sitters, baby nurses and baby 
buggies. 

“Don’t you think, fellas, that broaden- 
ing the base, using the original gim- 
mick of Get Smart but going to this 
family-comedy contrast, will expand the 
viewing interest of the audience?’ 
Dann asks, rhetorically. “It’s like having 
triplets on My Three Sons. | think it's 
just great. Have you heard from Tommy 
Smothers?” 


It was Dann who had developed The 
Smothers Brothers Comedy Hour to 
combat Bonanza and brought it on the 
air as a midseason replacement in 
February 1967. Much as he appreciates 
the Smothers’ talents, of late he .re- 
gards them as a mixed blessing. 

Bonanza has been dislodged from the 
top of the ratings, but after 70 shows 
the highly publicized wrangles between 
Tommy Smothers and network censors 
have increased to a point where in- 
siders can already sense adumbrations 
of doom. CBS attorneys have told Dann 
not to discuss the matter with the press. 

“Each day Tommy has a different 
basis for what way his show should 
be censored,” Dann says. “He has a 
tendency to want to see how much he 
can get away with, and the network 
simply cannot keep up with his de- 
mands.” 

According to the Smothers Brothers’ 
contract, their corporation has first 
crack at the 13-week summer show re- 
placing the Comedy Hour. Now Tommy 
is on the phone pressing for a deci- 
sion on a show dealing with astrology, 
on which CBS has stalled for weeks. 

“What are the questions on the sum- 
mer show?” Tommy Smothers _ in- 
quires, speaking from Los Angeles. 
“Why are we. being held up so long? 
You could have said yes or no. lf | 
don't receive a telegram tomorrow con- 
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firming that the show will go on, | am 
going elsewhere.” 

“The only concern was over the 
astrology point of view,’’ Dann tries to 
explain. 

“Well, it’s not going to be a problem. 
Whoever gets this show is gonna have 
the biggest show on the air.”’ 

“I’m well aware of that, Tom.” 

“Then what is the question?” 

“| have no questions. Frankly, I've 
been up to my neck in a major crisis 
all day and | just haven't gotten to it.” 

“What major crisis is happening now? 
Your schedule looks very good. What’s 
the problem?” 

“Believe me, | have a couple of real 
crises. I’m up to my neck.’ 

“OK. If they get out of hand, we’re 
certainly prepared to go on with the 
astrology show.” 


After Dann hangs up the phone, he 
confides the network’s reluctance to 
purchase the show: ‘‘Astrology, if it’s 
taken seriously, is a violation of the 
NAB Code. Astrology has to be played 
for comedy.” 

Yet Dann readily admits that the net- 
work has flouted the Code on its presti- 
gious 90-minute dramatic series, CBS 
Playhouse: “‘It's more provocative than 
any television fare ever. We have no 
taboos. We go outside the Code. On 
‘The People Next Door,’ there was a 
naked girl in bed with a boy she 
wasn't married to. And profane lan- 
guage... .” 

Apparently CBS has embraced two 
standards, one for the Smothers Broth- 
ers and the other for the image- 
boosting CBS Playhouse. Name writers 
associated with television’s ‘golden 
age” of drama have been enticed to 
participate not only by the $25,000 
writing fee but by the presumed free- 
dom to tackle any subject. 

Playwright-novelist-commentator Gore 
Vidal has expressed enthusiastic inter- 
est several months earlier but now he 
is on the phone reporting his decision 
to abandon his play. 
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“| know what's wrong with it and | 
don’t think | can fix it,’ Vidal explains. 
“The plot worked nicely, but nothing 
else.” 

“You're so critical of yourself,” Dann 
sympathizes. “Is this something just 


temporary?” 

“it’s just not salvageable,’’ Vidal 
sighs, before hanging up. 

“Boy, was he depressed,’ Dann 


subsequently informs Barbara Schultz, 
the Playhouse producer. ‘‘He sounded 
so crushed, | thought he was gonna 
hang himself.” 

“He got a not-very- Boed book review 
in The Times today,” she advises. ‘‘And 
he was kicked off his own movie, ‘Myra 
Breckenridge.’ He’s also had terrible 
reviews of the play he wrote last year.” 

“At this point, | would say he simply 
cannot expose himself,’ Dann  ob- 
serves. “Il use the word ‘expose’ as 
Freud would use it. He’s just afraid 
to show anything he’s done.” 


Freudian-Jungian terminology rolls eas- 
ily off the lips of Dann, who was in 
analysis himself for several years. Only 
recently he has shown signs’ of 
subduing nagging anxieties and assert- 
ing himself. For years he always wore 
a blue shirt to the office—his mother 
frequently told him that blue was his 
best color—and generally a solid-blue 


tie. Nowadays he goes as far as ex- © 


perimenting with cravats of regimental 
stripes. 

He rolls the corner of such a tie 
around one of his fingers as he is sur- 
rounded by Miss Schultz, vice presi- 
dents Fred Silverman and Irwin Segel- 
stein, and director of program develop- 
ment Marc Golden, who have assem- 
bled in his office for a conference on 
future daytime specials. 

They wait patiently while Dann hears 
the latest bulletin on the Eisenhower 
crisis. “Gordon, when do we expect 
the next reports out of Walter Reed?” 
he asks, contacting the news depart- 
ment. ‘Resting comfortably and no 
evidence of deterioration. . . . Breath-

ing easier. . Thank you.” 

The start of the meeting is further 
delayed as Dann takes a call from an 
airline stewardess who has been living 
with a CBS producer or the past six 
months. 


“Hi, dear,” he beding: ‘ae: NOW: 
just relax and take your time. . . . What 
is the girls name? . . . He has always 
been emotionally immature. . . . When 


any man gets pushed into an anxiety 
situation, as sensitive and creative a 
person as he is, he runs into trouble. 
And he is apt to be promiscuous rather 
than faithful to you. . . . How often is 
. That’s nothing. That's 
supportive therapy. You don’t have a 
personality change from a_ telephone 
conversation with your analyst. 

Go have a talk with your doctor and 
call me in the morning collect .. . 
Remember this, dear. You are a beau- 
tiful young girl. You’re not a paranoid 
and you’re not schizophrenic and you’re 
not sick. The only thing you have to do 
now is get a frame of reference to 
give you a good direction. ze 

“Listen, you’re wasting our day,” 
says Segelstein, irritably. “Can we get 
started with this meeting?” 

“What meeting is this now?’ Dann 
replies, flipping through some papers. 

“We're having a meeting about the 
daytime specials.” 

“Madeline!” Dann hollers to the outer 
office. ‘What time is the Dick Van 
Dyke screening?” 

“Mike, we have something terrific 
to tell ya!’ Segelstein persists. ‘Really 
exciting. It'll be so quick, you won't 
believe it.” 


Finally, Segelstein is permitted to out- 
line plans for a series of daytime tests 
for women—similar to the highly suc- 
cessful prime-time driving and safety 
tests of some years past—tests that 
will allow women to grade themselves 
on problems facing them today. 
“The crisis that the woman faces in 
her life is the fact that she is a maid as 
well as a lover for her husband, and —>

the conflict that comes out between 
the two must be a subject for very 
deep evaluation,” Dann theorizes. “‘The 
single biggest crisis that the house- 
wife faces in the household today is: 
what is her role?” 

He promises to ask management for 
an appropriation of $500,000 to imple- 
ment this project. “Get cracking on it,” 
- he tells the gathering. “‘Get in there and 
punch. Get going, fellas.” 

Taking a call from Perry Lafferty, 
Dann authorizes $15,000 for Carol Bur- 
nett’s new dressing room and ponders 
a request from Beverly Hillbillies pro- 
ducer Paul Henning for $60,000 to 
cover location filming in the Ozarks. 

“Anything that will bring life into the 
Hillbillies is fine,” Dann says. “Tell him 
to go ahead.” 


A number of secretaries have been 
invited into Dann’s office to watch a 
rough cut of a Dick Van Dyke special 
on his monitor. “It cost us $10,000 to 
get Mary Tyler Moore,” he announces. 
“They’ve got such class, when the two 
of ‘em work together. Does she look 
as sexy to you as she does to me?” 

Dann instructs his secretary to locate 
Dick Van Dyke and Mary Tyler Moore 
in California. He wants to convey his 
personal congratulations for the special 
still playing on the monitor. When can- 
celing some 150 programs in the past, 
he has customarily notified the princi- 
pals directly, beginning by saying: “‘l 
have bad news for both of us.” This 
time, however, the mood is upbeat. 

“| just wanna tell you | saw the 
best special I’ve seen in years,” he 
tells Miss Moore. “That chemistry 
stayed there from beginning to end. 
| couldn’t be more proud.” 

One of the day’s final chores con- 
‘cerns the Smothers Brothers’ summer- 
replacement show. “‘If we have to reach 
a decision tonight [on the astrology 
proposal], we have to pass,” he in- 
structs Lafferty. Then he authorizes him 
to proceed with Hee Haw, a countrified 
Laugh-in to be taped in Nashville. 
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“| like Tommy Smothers very much,” 


Dann says. “He's a terrific kid. But he 


has a self-destructive streak that is 
quite serious.” 


Six days after the celebrated Smothers 
Brothers cancellation, Dann and net- 
work president Bob Wood announced 
the Smothers Brothers substitute to 
CBS affiliates. The producers are, ironi- 
cally, Saul Ilson and Ernie Chambers— 
the producer-writer team dropped by 
the Smotherses before this season and 
thereafter responsible for ABC’s mid- 
season flop Whait’s It All About, World? 
llson and Chambers had participated 
in a three-way conference call with 
Dann and Lafferty the day after the can- 
cellation. Some of the possible replace- 
ments mentioned were comedian 
Godfrey Cambridge, singer Wayne New- 
ton, a Danny Thomas variety hour, 
switching the Carol Burnett or Jim 
Nabors shows, a dramatic series called 
Lost Flight and comic Flip Wilson, if 
he were not under contract to NBC. 

The eventual choice to star in the 
series at a $15,000-a-week salary for 
17 guaranteed weeks was singer Les- 
lie Uggams, a Mitch Miller alumna. 

“She was born in television,’ Dann 
exulted. ‘She's a beautiful young star. 
She’s as much a _ show-business- 
trained girl as anybody could be. Her 
mother was in the Cotton Club Revue!” 

Dann and Wood promised the affili- 
ates a ‘‘now’’ show using contempor- 
ary music and comedy. It sounded as 
if they were describing The Smothers 
Brothers Comedy Hour. 

“| would be delighted to see Tom- 
my Smothers on the air again,” Dann 
hesitantly said, lapsing into the char- 
acteristic stutter that occurs whenever 
he mentions either brother. ‘‘Let’s face 
it, we need a show like that on the air. 
It’s just tragic that he [Tommy] doesn’t 
know what responsibility is. When you 
break new ground, you must be simon- 
pure, because everyone’s gunning for 
you. With their departure, | feel | have 
lost a point of contact with reality.”
